Russia’s place in the new Berlin- 
Rome-Tokyo order was not yet 
clear. The Moscow Press, reflecting

United States’ aid to Great Brit- 
ain, Moscow said, was responsible 
for the signing of the pact of which 
Russia was said to have been no- |} 
tified in advance. The pact was de- 
scribed as parceling out spheres of 
influence to the contracting parties. 
Whether these spheres are realized, 
it was said, “is a diffrent question.”
